The  annual  “Give  Or  Get  Dinner”,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Ottawa  Council  of 
Hadassah,  will  be  held  tonight  at  the  Chat- 
eau Laurier,  at  7.30  p.m.  The  guest 
speaker  for  the  occasion  will  be  Dr.  Sasia 
Erlich. 

Dr.  Erlich,  who  is  now  .making  her  home 
in  New  York,  comes  of  a prominent  French 
family.  Herself  a lawyer,  she  was  assoc- 
iated with  her  brother  in  the  legal  profess- 
ion at  the  time  he  was  a deputy  of  the 
French  Parliament.  As  vice-president  of 
the  Zionist  Women’s  Organization  of  France 
she  travelled  extensively,  lecturing  in  many 
French  cities,  as  well  as  Belgium,  Egypt, 
Algiers,  Tunis  and  Morocco.  In  connect- 
ion with  her  Zionist  interests  Dr.  Erlich 
visited  Palestine  on  six  different  occasions, 
and  she  gatherea  a wealth  of  material  that 
her  gifts  of  journalism  brought  vividly  to 
the  attention  of  educated  reaaers  all  over 
the  world.  Since  coming  to  America  she 
has  won  a recognized  position  as  one  of  the 
most  stimulating  orators  on  problems  of 
Jewish  interest.

Mr.  M.  Morton  Rubinstein,  a vice-pres- 
ident of  the  American  Mizrachi  Organiz- 
ation, will  be  the  principal  speaker  at  the 
Annual  Mizrachi  Dinner,  to  be  held  in 
the  Talmud  Torah  Hall,  Sunday,  December 
14th  at  6.30  p.m.  A native  of  New  York, 
Mr.  Rubinstein  has  devoted  many  years  of 
a busy  public  life  to  the  furtherance  of  the 
Zionist  ideal  in  the  spirit  of  traditional  Jud- 
aism, and  he  is  widely  recognized  for  the 
forceful  manner  in  which  he  upholds  this 
viewpoint. 

Mr.  Rubinstein  is  a member  of  the  Exec- 
utive Board  of  the  Jewish  National  Fund 
in  America,  and  a member  of  the  Aomin- 
istrative  Council  of  the  American  Jewish 
Congress.  He  heads  a girl’s  seminary  for 
Hebrew  teachers,  and  contributes  editorially 
to  the  Jewish  Outlook.  His  travels  in  Eur- 
ope and  Palestine  have  given  him  direct 
contact  with  the  .most  vital  issues  of  con- 
temporary Jewish  life. 

Also  sitting  at  the  head  table  and  part- 
icipating in  the  program  will  be  Dr.  David 
Petegorsky  of  Antioch  College.

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STRONGHOLD  AND  STRONGER  HOLD 

The  aspirations  of  a people  have  deeper  roots  than 
those  of  an  individual  and  the  aspirations  of  a minority 
people  have  deeper  roots  than  those  of  a nation  well 
established.  Deeper  than  any  are  the  roots  of  the  Jew- 
ish hope,  that  has  been  nourished  through  many  arduous 
centuries,  for  the  intensity  of  the  Zionist  ideal  derives 
from  the  absolute  will  of  a stiff-necked  people. 

What  are  the  factors  in  modern  Zionism?  On  the 
one  hand,  we  know  that  anti-semitism  has  driven  many 
Jewish  thinkers  to  conclude  that  we  must  have  our  own 
country.  Whether  because  the  world  at  large  reject- 
ed us,  or  because  even  those  who  were  accepted  lived  in 
an  unnatural  atmosphere,  the  theory  gained  prominence 
that  only  where  we  can  escape  from  the  evils  of  minor- 
ity status  can  we  become  a healthy  nation. 

Nobody  will  deny  that  this  type  of  motivation  gives 
powerful  impetus  to  the  idea  of  forming  a.  Jewish  state. 
In  the  desire  to  develop  an  independent  culture,  to  de- 
part from/  the  fatuous  mimicry  of  a sycophantic  exist- 
ence, a goodly  number  of  our  dreamers  envisioned  an 
almost  Utopian  commonwealth  in  the  land  of  our  birth. 
To  the  credit  of  the  dream,  its  realism  was  sufficiently 
vital  to  create  a program  of  action.  Thus,  flight  from 
the  dreary  sorrows  of  living  everywhere  as  exotics  furn- 
ished modern  Zionism  with  a stronghold. 

Many  in  Israel,  nevertheless,  are  convinced  that 
there  is  a more  positive  course  for  the  philosophy  of 
Zionism  Ihese  people  argue  that  the  Hebrew  genius 
is  a design  woven  into  the  tapestry  of  civilization  by 
the  exalted  truths  of  the  divine  law.  There  is  added  to 
all  the  arguments  about  the  dangers  of  being  in 
paint h the  thought  that  the  voice  of  the  Torah,  speak- 
ing within  the  heart  of  its  children,  summons  them  to 
the  restoration  of  its  sanctuary.  The  concrete  vehicle 
through  which  that  thought  appeared  upon  the  stage 
of  modern  history  was  the  Mizrachi  movement.  Mizrachi 
emphasized  that  the  other  approaches  of  the  movement 
can,  and  indeed  do,  build'  for  it  a stronghold;  but  the 
religious  approach  gives  us  an  even  stronger  hold. 
Events  of  the  last  few  years  have  dramatized,  through 
Mizrachi  pioneers,  that  the  hands  which  lay  tefillin  use 
a rifle  effectively,  when  necessary,  'and  cling  Jo  the 
plow,  the  hoe  and  the  spade  with  an  unbreakable  grip. 


THE  JEWISH  ARMY 

With  Dr.  Weizmann’s  public  expression  of  disap- 
pointment over  the  refusal  of  England  to  permit  the 
formation  of  a Jewish  army  in  Palestine,  this  issue  has 
become  the  topic  of  discussion  everywhere  in  the  world. 
It  clamors  for  our  attention  all  the  more  now  that  we 
are  thinking  of  the  first  Chanukah  candle  next  Sunday 
evening,  to  commemorate  the  unique  military  accom- 
plishments of  the  heroic  Maccabean  forces.  It  is  timely, 
therefore,  to  consider  certain  aspects  of  the  problem. 

It  must  be  understood  at  the  outset  that  those  : 
who  advocate  such  an  army  today  do  not  propose  that 
the  Jewish  citizens  of  the  countries  warring  against  Hit- 
ler are  to  enlist  in  the  Jewish  army,  rather  than  in  the 
army  of  their  land.  Quite  the  contrary,  Canadian  Jews 
are  to  enlist  in  the  Canadian  services,  American  Jews  in 
the  American  Services,  etc.  What  is  asked  of  Great 
Britain  is  that  the  tens  of  thousands  in  Palestine  who 
have  volunteered  to  create  a Jewish  army,  similar  to 
that  of  the  Poles,  the  Dutch,  and  the  Norwegians,  be  ! 
encouraged  to  act  upon  their  offer.  Into  the  ranks  of 
that  army  would  also  come  many  thousands  of  brave 
Hebrew  boys  who  have  been  left  by  the  European  up- 
heaval without  a country,  and  who,  because  of  interna- 
tional difficulties,  cannot  find  entrance  into  any  of  the 
other  regular  armies  in  the  field.  Thus,  the  Jewish 
army  would  furnish  the  rallying  ground  for  a major  in- 
stance of  total  war  against  Nazism. 

Again,  we  readily  realize  that  apart  from  the  ques- 
tion of  numbers  in  uniform  on  the  side  of  democracy, 
there  is  the  all-important  consideration  of  morale.  With 
both  the  Libyan  and  the  Caucasian  campaigns  threat- 
ening the  integrity  of  Palestinian  soil,  the  Jews  of  the 
Holy  Land  would  work  wonders  in  protecting  it,  and 
perform  yet  greater  deeds  than  those  of  the  Jewish 
soldiers  in  the  various  British  units  in  the  Near  East, 
were  they  shown  this  confidence  by  the  English  govern- 
ment and  enabled  to  fight  beneath  the  standard  of  Zion. 
In  acknowledging  the  clear  facts  of  history,  we  know 
that  the  War  of  Independence  waged  by  Mattathias  and 
his  sons  swept  to  an  unbelievable  triumph,  because 
they  and  their  followers  carried  in  their  heart  the  in- 
vincibily  of  safeguarding  their  home. 

The  powerful  voices  that  were  heard  recently  in  the 
British  Parliament  based  their  opinions  not  only  upon 
the  fulfilment  of  an  obligation  to  the  earliest  victim  of 
Hitler,  but  upon  the  deep-seated  conviction  that  an 
all-out  war  must  resort  to  all-out  methods.  The  polit- 
ical implications  for  the  future  development  of  Palestine, 
that  seem  to  worry  some  of  the  ministers  in  the  Church- 
ill cabinet,  must  not  prevent  the  complete  utilization 
of  every  source  of  strength  available  to  the  military 
authorities.  The  enthusiasm  of  the  young  men  on  the 
eastern  shore  of  the  Mediterranean  deserves  immediate 
grateful  acceptance,  and  the  Jewish  army  should  swiftly 
appear  on  the  battlefield. 

Let  us  hope  that  Chanukah,  5702,  will  mark  the 
occasion  of  the  embodiment  of  the  Hasmonean  spirit  in 
a worthy  successor  to  the  unforgotten  army  of  twenty- 
one  centuries  ago. 
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HERMAN  ROODMAN  HONOURED 

In  an  unusual  demonstration  of  tribute 
various  organizations  in  Ottawa  have  taken 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Herman  Roodman  to 
Miss  Zelda  Dworkin  as  the  opportune 
occasion  to  express  gratitude  for  his  faith- 
ful service  in  the  community.  Rarely  does 
a man  have  so  many  achievements  to  his 
credit  so  early  in  life. 

The  Jewish  National  Fund  Council,  o* 
which  he  is  the  executive  director,  is  Tiaving 
his  name  and  the  name  of  his  new  wite 
inscribed  in  the  Ussishkin  Golden  Book. 
The  Poel  Hamizrachi,  of  which  he  Is  pre- 
sident, presented  the  couple  with  a very 
appropriate  Jewish  volume.  The  Bnai  brith 
of  Ottawa,  of  which  he  has  been  an  in- 
dustrious secretary  for  several  years  held 
a kosher  dinner  stag  at  the  Talmud  Torah 
Hall,  where  he  was  presented  with  a valua- 
ble flat  silver  service  for  eight.  The  Hanoar 
Study  and  Breakfast  Club  of  which  Mr. 
Roodman  was  the  director  for  several  years, 
will  shortly  oevote  one  of  its  Sunday  ses- 
sions to  honoring  him.

REFUGEE  STUDENTS  RELEASED 

Almost  fifty  interned  refugees  have  been 
released  in  Canada  on  the  basis  of  the  stu- 
dent plan,  whereby  a Canadian  or  American 
sponsor  promises  the  Department  of  Im- 
migration to  see  that,  upon  release,  the 
boy  will  continue  with  his  studies,  and  that 
the  sponsor  will  provide  the  necessary  main- 
tenance and  tuition.  (People  who  have 
applied  for  interned  refugees  to  be  em- 
ployed in  their  place  of  business  are  still 
waiting  for  a final  decision  in  the  matter.) 

Are  you  interested  in  assisting  a victim 
of  Hitlerism  to  his  freedom  through  parr- 
icipation  in  this  plan  ? If  so,  Rabbi  Fasman 
will  be  glad  to  hear  from  you.

Direct  representation  ot 
young  people  in  the  Vaad  Ha’lr  became 
effective  this  month,  when  delegates  from 
the  Y.P.L.  and  Tel  Aviv  Tennis  Club  were 
officially  welcomed  into  the  body. 
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JEWISH  FIGHTING  MEN 

The  office  ofthe  Vaad  Ha’lr  received  a 
copy  of  The  Star  Weekly,  published  in  Tor- 
onto on  November  29th,  in  which  there 
appears  an  article  by  Dr.  Arnold  E.  Esrati, 
containing  many  interesting  facts  about  the 
work  of  Jewish  fighting  men  in  the  war. 
Thus  we  read: — 

Of  the  1,549  Palestinian  soldiers  killed 
and  captured  by  the  enemy  while  covering 
the  retreat  of  the  British  army  during  the 
campaign  in  Greece  and  Crete,  1,365  were 
Jews. 

The  Greek  Prime  Minister  Emanuel 
Tsouderos  highly  praised  the  more  than 
7,000  Jews  who  fought  with  the  courageous 
Greek  army  on  the  Albanian  front. 

General  Sir  Archibald  Wavell  spoke  in 
the  highest  terms  of  the  military  exploits 
of  the  Jewish  soldiers  in  North  Africa  “for 
their  remarkable  courage  and  splendid  self- 
sacrifice.” 

The  dock  workers  of  Tobruk  are  almost 
entirely  Jewish  volunteers  from  Tel  Aviv. 

In  a daring  act  of  service  to  the  demo- 
cratic front,  two  Jewish  boys  of  nineteen 
and  twenty  completely  destroyed  a labour 
camp  in  Hungary,  and  were  executed  later 
by  the  Nazis. 

In  Washington  the  Russian  Embassy  re- 
leased a statement  about  a month  ago 
that  Jews  in  the  Russian  Military'  Forces 
are  making  supreme  sacrifices  to  achieve 
victory";  while  General  Sikorsky,  the  Po- 
lish premier  and  commander-in-chiet, 
decorated  twelve  Jews  with  the  Order  of 
Merit  and  three  with  the  Virtuti  Military 
Medal  (the  Polish  Victoria  Cross.) 

The  first  woman  in  England  to  receive 
the  British  Empire  Medal  was  a Jewish  girl. 
Miss  Rosalie  Gassman,  who  was  decorated 
for  devotion  to  duty  as  a telephone  operator. 

While  these  statistics  are  in  the  process 
of  compilation,  it  is  expected  that  Jewish 
heroism  in  the  struggle  will  be  marked  by 
an  even  greater  number  of  decorations  and 
honours  than  the  splendid  record  of  1,596 
awarded  to  Jews  during  the  first  Great  War.
